in this village and, for want of a 
better word, insulted them for a 
good hour. I was present, and many 
men I talked to agreed about the 
‘insult,’ and yet, not one of us 
raised his voice in meeting. A 
group of lawyers would have run 
the speaker out of town. He finally 
wound up by saying that ‘dentistry 
is 15 per cent ability, knowledge, 
and skill, and 85 per cent salesman- 
ship,’ and then the real speaker of 
the evening got up and spent two 
hours demonstrating centric occlu- 
sion under pressure—a subject he 
has given years of study to (prep- 
osition be damned) .” 

A Detroiter wrote, too—Doctor 
M.S. Perlis. “Every preacher needs 
a source for his theme,” he said. “I 
took mine from the CoRNER. I sug- 
gest that it be mailed to every den- 
tist in the country. Those of us 
who know the deeper meaning of 
the word patriotism may blush. 
The truth will come out, and so will 
stupidity. As a group, we have 
shown consistency in at least one 
thing, and that is knee-pants philos- 
ophy. I vividly remember the up- 
roar of the powers-that-be a decade 
ago when the report of the com- 
mittee on the distribution of medi- 
cal care came to light. 

“Today, in our national emer- 
gency, the leopard still has the 
same spots. The only hope for 
change is by inbreeding with 
younger, more progressive blood. 

“T have been practicing general 
dentistry in a big city for 24 years. 
If my memory serves me right, I 
have been called upon to make 
three emergency calls in nearly a 
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quarter-century—twice in case of 
hemorrhage, and once to open g 
putrescent pulp. Even multiplying 
it by ten makes a little more than 
one call a year. On this basis, we 
dentists are not entitled to more 
consideration with respect to gas 
and tires than any worker em. 
ployed in a non-essential industry, 

“Why then all the hullabaloo jn 
our press? I suspect it is due to the 
inferiority complex of the younger 
profession. However, this is not the 
way to achieve dignity and respect, 
On this issue, we are not on a par 
with the M.D. In about half the 
cases, he must travel to his patient, 

“An official statement from the 
A.D.A. in behalf of its membership, 
pledging total cooperation in this 
emergency, would have won for us 
respect and poise. It might also 
have served as an example for 
other groups. 

“There are many useful things 
those of us not in active service 
are able to do at home—for in- 
stance, encouraging blood donors, 
promoting War Bond buying, pro- 
moting the benefits for the USO. 

‘“‘Sometimes I wonder how many 
realize that our country is now fac- 
ing its greatest crisis. 

“It is apropos to quote from a re- 
cent address by our former ambas- 
sador to Japan, Joseph C. Grew: 
‘If we Americans think that, col- 
lectively and individually, we can 
continue to lead our normal lives, 
leaving the spirit of self-sacrifice to 
our soldiers and sailors, letting the 
intensification of our program take 
care of itself, we shall unquestion- 
ably risk the danger of a stalemate 
in this war of ours with Japan.’”

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THERE IS A wide variety of cases 
that come to a dentist practicing in 
a circus town—some of them most 
interesting and unusual. Our town 
is the winter quarters of the Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey Combined Shows, and not

only do they keep the menagerie 
and quarters open to the public in 
the winter but a large percentage 
of the circus personnel call Sara- 
sota their winter home. 

In my office I have been called 
upon to perform all sorts of unusu- 
al dental operations from con- 
structing mouthpieces for the “but- 
terfly girls,” who flit about in the 
top of the tent hanging “by their 
teeth,” to setting the broken man- 
dible of a ferocious lion. I have had 
a family of midgets, two seven-foot 
giants, a sword swallower, and a 
top-notch animal trainer, in the re- 
ception room at one time waiting 
for dental treatment. In my office | 
have been fortunate in having as 
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patients the whole gamut of circus 
personnel from the executives, to 
the “roustabouts,” and a more *h- 
teresting and colorful lot would be 
hard to find. They are of all nation- 
alities and from every country in 
the world. To talk to these people, 
while they are in the office for den- 
tal treatment, about their work in 
the circus, their homelands, and to 
hear them tell of the places they 
have been and their experiences in 
general in the show business, is 
most entertaining. The dentist in a 
circus town may be asked to per- 
form operations or assist in solving 
problems that may arise in circus 
life that are far from being com- 
mon in the average dental practice. 

To describe the setting of a jaw 
broken by the blow of an irritated 
horse’s head or the kick of a zebra 


(both of which I have done) would 
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in a circus town. 


It’s fun to practice dentistry 
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be uninteresting from a dental 


point of view, being just another 


jaw case, but there was the time 
when I extracted a lower molar for 
a full-grown chimpanzee and that’s 
different! “Tennessee,” the man in 
charge of the chimps at the quar- 
ters, telephoned, saying he was in 
trouble and thought perhaps I 
might help. “Jiggs,” one of his fav- 
orite chimps, had something wrong 
with a tooth and “Jiggs,” was very 
much put out over it. In fact he had 
worked himself into a “snit” trying 
to assuage the pain by swinging 
about furiously in the cage, rau- 
cously complaining to his unsympa- 
thetic harem of their lack of inter- 
est. “Tennessee” said he had finally 
worn himself out and was now sit- 
ting disconsolately in the corner of 
the cage with his fingers in his 
mouth softly complaining to him- 
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self in a pitiful manner, and what

Visits Chimpanzee 


When I arrived at the quarters

over his chin with his hands, | 
gingerly made the injection and ip 
a few minutes the animal was mak. 
ing gentle cooing noises telling 
“Tennessee that the tooth was gi. 
ing no pain. After a fifteen-minute 
interval to give the “block” ade. 
quate time, and being assured by 
the actions of the animal that we 
had anesthesia, “Tennessee” simply 
told him to open his mouth and the 
tooth was out in the shortest possi- 
ble time, / assure you! “Jiggs” spat 
out the blood a couple of times and 
felt the socket with his finger, then 
when “Tennessee” asked him what 
he thought about it, he jumped up 
and down clapping his hands to- 
gether and making those funny, 
cooing noises. A whole volume of 
words of appreciation could not be 
more expressive. The socket healed 
without any further trouble. 


The Lion Trainer 
One day when Mr. Alfred Court, 


the world-famous animal trainer, 
arrived for an appointment, he jok- 
ingly said he had a job for me on 
one of his lions. That morning 
while he was teaching a young lion 
to jump from one pedestal to an- 
other the lion had made a leap for 
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Court instead. Court, who is one of 
the most humane of all animal 
trainers, goes into the training ring 
with only a whip made of a piece of 
cord tied to a stick and another 
stick about as big around as your 
finger as protection. When young 
cats, as the circus people call all 
lions, leopards, tigers, and jaguars, 
are brought into the training ring 
for the first time, they are always in 
company with a few of the older 
trained animals. So when the young 
lion made a pass at Court one of the 
veteran lions jumped the obstreper- 
ous youngster, and a real knock- 
down and drag-out fight ensued be- 
tween the two lions. 

This melee gave Court a chance 
to get out of the cage and try to 
separate the fighting lions. Iron 
bars were thrust through the cage 
by the watchful assistants on the 
outside. One of the assistants thrust 
a long, wooden two-by-four be- 
tween the lions, and the young lion

sank his teeth into the wood strik- 
ing a bolt embedded in it; the re- 
sult being a compound fracture of 
the mandible. The setting of this 
fractured jaw was the job Court 
suggested that I attempt. It started 
out as a joke, but after we had talk- 
ed it over I decided to have a try 
at it. 


Interviews a Lion 


The next day I called on the in- 
jured lion, and by getting down 
close to the front of his cage and 
waving my hands at him, I enticed 
him to come charging up, mouth 
wide open, roaring. I had a good 
look at the fracture and set the next 
afternoon as the time to do the job. 
The next day the lion was placed in 
a cage designed so that one side 
moved in, wedging the lion in a 
position so he could not move side- 
ways. Then with poles he was 
forced to lie down and held down 
with a number of poles over him. I 
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injected 50 c.c. of pentobarbital 
sodium in his side and waited for it 
to take effect. After a 45-minute in- 
terval the lion still seemed wide- 
awake. I then gave him a few whiffs 
of ether and he passed out. The 
cage was opened and | went to 
work. With a surgical drill, I drilled 
two holes in the mandible on each 
side of the fracture and laced it to- 
gether with 12 gauge German-sil- 
ver wire. I worked at high speed, 
not knowing when the lion would 
come to life again. With the differ-

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ONE OF THE highlights of the In- 
stitute of War Medicine and Sur- 
gery for Dentists held in Chicago 
was the thrilling report of the Coral 
Sea and Midway battles and the 
sinking of the U.S.S. Yorktown.

Back into battle at Midway, Lieu- 
tenant Jackson saw the fighters 
scout bombers, and torpedo planes 
take off from the Yorktown, heard 
radio reports as they closed in for 
the kill, staccato flashes telling of 
great destruction in the Jap fleet. 
Then the battle came closer. Jap 
planes began to come over the 
Yorktown. Bombs dropped. Ex- 
plosions shook the carrier. Ordered 
to abandon ship, Jackson shed all 
unnecessary equipment and clothes 
and climbed down the side. After 
an hour of swimming he was picked 
up by a small boat and later trans- 
ferred to a ship.

Dentists are vital to the Army 
organization but there is usually 
only one dentist to a unit while 
there are numerous other officers. 
Therefore, a dentist’s advancement 
is not as rapid: so if you wonder 
why some of your dentist friends

remain lieutenants while the other 
men shoot ahead, don’t blame them 

—they have been bogged down by 
the “Table of Organization.” 

My advice to a dental wife, who 
really wants to help her husband, 
is to go along, if possible, and make 
a home and ease the hours off duty. 
That presents quite a task. 

There is a necessary adjustment 
in changing from a civilian wife to 
an Army wife; you must learn at 
once that when your husband is in 
the Army he belongs to his country. 
It isn’t like the old days when you 
could make your own plans. Your 
husband reports at four, six, or 
eight o'clock, as ordered, and stays 
on duty until four, six, midnight. 
all night, all week, or longer, as re- 
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quested, and you sit at home and 
wait. Then he comes home ex- 
hausted and only wanting some 
sleep and home-cooked meals be- 
fore he reports back again. He may 
come home for the week end only 
to be called and told he has drawn 
0.D. (Officer of the Day) for Sat- 
urday or Sunday. There go all 
plans again—you don’t like it, but 
it is part of the Army officer’s duty. 

You have long lonesome hours 
to fill, if your husband must stay at 
the Camp, or you may have a mad 
rush with washing, ironing, cook- 
ing, and watching the children, as 
it is almost impossible to find 
household help. 

One grows accustomed to such 

things as living in a few rooms, 
moving frequently, walking miles 
for groceries, or waiting as long as 
eight or ten hours for them to be 
delivered, waiting ten days for 
laundry and then losing it. Costs 
are higher than average in these 
areas, but one learns early to trim 
living down to essentials and to cut 
the frills. 
Following my husband, who has 
been in the service for twenty 
months, has been trying and in- 
teresting, but I’m glad I have been 
with him. When my husband re- 
ceived his orders to report for duty 
in February, 1941, we decided at 
once that our two-year-old daugh- 
ter and I would follow him to Camp 
and remain with him as long as 
possible. We are very glad that we 
have done so. 

We have had both amusing and 

distressing experiences. We have 

lived in a lovely big, old house, at- 
tractively furnished, with a beauti- 
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ful yard. We next lived in a three- 
room kitchenette apartment in an 
old converted house where the rats 
kept us awake nights running be- 
tween the walls. 

In one move, we spent six and a 
half hours trying to find a place to 
sleep our first night; we were in 
four places the first five nights near 
this Post. We finally arrived at a 
rooming house with kitchen privi- 
leges, which was run for officers 
and their families. This house we 
shared with six other families. 
fifteen adults, and two children. We 
stayed a month and enjoyed it. 

We are now in a furnished three- 
room kitchenette apartment, com- 
pletely modern, and we feel we are 
living on top of the world. One 
learns to appreciate simple com- 
fort. 

There have been funny experi- 
ences in the confusion of packing. 
Once our little girl helped by pack- 
ing my pocketbook with all my 
money and important papers, and 
we had to unpack two large cases 
to find it. 

At one time our big Persian Cat 
was nailed shut in a packing case 
where he had chosen to sleep. 

Again our packing cases were 
being loaded on the trucks, when 
I received a telegram from my 
husband who had preceded us to a 
new Post. asking for articles he 
needed immediately. We had to un- 
load the cases and unpack them too. 

Another time the truckers ar- 
rived long before I expected them, 
so they helped pack. Upon arriving 
at our destination each box was like 
a grab bag; I didn’t know what I 
would find when I opened it. 
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In my first packing I had some 
advice, which has proved to be val- 
uable, from an experienced Army 
wife. I'll pass it on. In case you are 
planning to store your furnishings, 
pack a barrel or two of necessities 
that you might want to follow you 
to a new home. The things seldom 
furnished in rooms or apartments 
are: linens, bedding, curtains, 
dishes, and cooking utensils. Pack 
only the things you think you will 
need. You will be thankful for little, 
when moving frequently. But don’t 
forget to be prepared for any 
weather with woolens for the North 
and fans for the South. Because 
your husband’s first orders read for 
a certain Military Post is no proof 
that you will remain there. 

My husband remained fifteen 
months at his first assignment, 
though he had orders to move 
twice. Both orders were revoked 
after we were completely packed. 
One time we had given up our 
house so we had to move to another 
place near the same Camp. 

Among other adjustments we 
had a series of illnesses our first 
months in the Army. My husband 
injured his shoulder, and he also 
became dangerously ill with trichi- 
nosis. I ran a stick in my eye, while 
kindling a hot-water heater, and 
lacerated the cornea. However, we 
recovered with no ill effects. And I 
am glad I was with my husband 
during these trying months. 

We found the physicians and 
nurses of the Army and fellow off- 
cers in Camp to be friends indeed. 
The Army is one big family and it 
functions as such. Everyone quick- 
ly makes new friends among the 
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Army families, and I can honestly 
say they are an exceptionally fine 
group of people, each conscious of 
a common purpose and a duty to 
perform. 

Each Post or Camp has certain 
regulations the families must fol- 
low, none of them difficult; most of 
the rules are for protection or con- 
venience for the Army personnel or 
families. All Military Posts require 
a form of identification for admit. 
tance to the Reservation (grounds 
of the camp) and proper identifica- 
tion for use at the Commissary or 
Post exchange and there are speci- 
fied hours when families are admit- 
ted. Such regulation is only a neces. 
sary procedure. One is informed of 
these regulations upon arrival at 
each new Military Station. 

Children of school age present 
problems I don’t have as yet, but | 
notice, in watching the children, 
that they adapt themselves quickly 
and easily to all changes. 

We’ve had some grand times to- 
gether the last twenty months on 
short leaves or half days off—we’ve 
learned to take what we get and en- 
joy it thoroughly. My advice is to 
pack up, go along with your hus- 
band, and share everything, as long 
as you are allowed to follow. Don’t 
expect to live as you did before the 
war, but go to be near and to meet 
your husband’s new friends; hear 
what he can tell you of his work; 
and make a home. Remember that 
home isn’t that house you once 
lived in, in a certain block, in a 
certain town, with well-known peo- 
ple around it, it is wherever you 
are living.

Deduct DENTAL 


COME TAX 


By SAMUEL HACKER, C.P.A. 


THE 1942 REVENUE ACT is of spe- 
cial interest to all dentists, because 
for the first time, deductions of 
certain medical and dental and hos- 
pital expenses are permitted. Speci- 
fications covering these deductions 
are given in Section 127 of the Act. 

After careful examination of all 
Congressional Tax Committee re- 
ports, covering this important fea- 
ture, I interpret the new provi- 
sions as follows: 

If you actually paid in 1942 for 
medical, dental and hospital ex- 
penses for your wife, your depend- 
ents, or yourself, a sum in excess 
of 5 per cent of your net income 
(before considering deductions for 
such medical expenses), then you 
are allowed as another deduction 

- on your tax return, the amount that 
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YOUR PATIENTS CAN 


PENSES FROM 1942 IN- 


exceeds 5 per cent of your net in. 
come. Your net income, of course. 
includes your total income, less all 
deductions, such as interest. taxes. 
and bad debts. 

The maximum deduction al- 
lowed for such medical expenses is 
$2,500, for a husband or wife filing 
a joint return, or for a family head. 
The maximum deduction allowed 
for others is $1,250. The broad 
definition of “medical care” per- 
mits the inclusion of expenses for 
nurses, medicines, nursing homes, 
and in fact, most expenses incurred 
on advice of your physician or 
dentist. Deductions will not be al. 
lowed for any expense that is not 
incurred primarily for the preven- 
tion or alleviation of physical or 
mental defect or illness. Do not de- 
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Provisions respecting health care deductions and other changes 
in the 1942 Revenue Act are interpreted for dentists. 


duct medical expenses compensated 
for by insurance, but include pre- 
miums for accident or health in- 
surance. Include payments for hos- 
pitalization insurance, or for mem- 
bership in associations furnishing 
cooperative or so-called free-choice 
medical service, or group hospi- 
talization and clinical care. 

This new provision of the law 
will also affect your decision as to 
whether or not you and your wife 
should file a joint return. Possibly, 
your combined medical expenses 
for 1942 do not exceed 5 per cent 
of your combined net income. 
However. when you and your wife 
make separate computations of 
your expenses and income you may 
find that your wife’s medical ex- 
penses far exceed 5 per cent of her 
net income, which would permit 
her a substantial deduction. 


An Example Cited 


In order to further clarify medi- 
cal expense deductions, we are giv- 
ing a brief example of this feature 
of a 1942 return. 

Doctor A collected $20,000 in 
fees during 1942. His expenses for 
a dental assistant, rent, supplies, 
business taxes, and miscellaneous 
bills amounted to $8,000, resulting 
in $12,000 net profit from his pro- 
fession. 

His other income from interest, 
dividends, and rents amounted to 
$2,000, resulting in a total income 
of $14,000. 

Deductions for contributions, 
interest, and other taxes amounted 


to $1,000, resulting in a net in- 
come of $13,000. 

In 1942, his wife was operated 
on, which cost $1,000, including 
surgeon, physician, hospital, nurs- 
es, and medicines. In addition, he 
paid $250 for premiums on health 
and accident insurance policies. 
His total medical expenses during 
1942 were, therefore, $1,250. 

His net income, before consider- 
ing medical care, is $13,000. Five 
per cent amounts to $650. Since 
Doctor A’s medical expenses were 
$1,250, the additional deduction he 
is allowed is $1,250 less $650 which 
amounts to $600. 

A separate line may be provided 
on the new tax returns for medi- 
cal care. Otherwise Doctor A will 
enter $600 under Deductions on 
line number 16 of page 1 of his re- 
turn, under “Other Deductions | 
Authorized By Law,” and will at- 
tach a brief statement showing how 
this amount was computed. This 
will result in a final net income of 
$13,000 less $600 or $12,400, up- 
on which amount his tax will be 
computed. 


Other Changes In Revenue 
Act 
As to the balance of the 1942 
Revenue Act as it affects dentists, 
I will give you a brief resume of 
the important changes as of this 
year:

Surtax Rates: 

Start with 13 per cent this year, 
as compared with 6 per cent last 
year. Maximum this year is 82 per 
cent, compared with 77 per cent 
last year. 


Personal Exemptions: 


Married persons filing joint re- 
turns and family heads: $1200 
this year, as compared with $1500 
last year. Single persons: $500 this 
year, as compared with $750 last 
year. 


Credit for Dependents: 


This year $350, as compared 
with $400 last year. An additional 
credit of $250 for single, and $300 
for married persons or family 
heads, who are soldiers, sailors. 
marines, coast guards, nurses, 
WAACS or WAVES, below the 


rank of commissioned officers. 


Capital Gains or Losses: 


Short-Term: For assets held six 
months or less (Recognizable 100 
per cent). 

Long-Term: For assets held over 
six months (Recognizable 50 per 
cent). Offset gains against losses. If 
net gain results, add to income. If 
net loss results, only the sum of 
$1000 is deductible. The balance 
of the loss can be carried forward 
for five years. 


Nonprofessional Deductions: 


Deductions now permitted for 
safe-deposit box, legal and account- 
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ing fees, stock market counsel, ang 
other expenses in connection with 
production or conservation of jp. 
come, even though not connected 
with your profession. 


Deductions: 

Generally. all ordinary and nee. 
essary expenses incurred in the 
operation of your practice may be 
deducted. In addition, you may de. 
duct medical expenses and nop. 
business deductions as explained 
heretofore, bad debts, interest. tax. 
es, contributions and _ losses not 
covered by insurance. See Ora 
HyciEnE for February, 1941, for 
complete deduction list.! 


Victory Tax: 


Applies to 1943. Commencing 
with the first week in January, 
1943, deduct 5 per cent from your 
employees’ salaries, in excess of 
$12 per week. | 

Pay these withheld taxes quar- 
terly in 1943 to the Treasury. Your 
employees will file Victory Tax Re. 
turns in March, 1944, which are 
too complex to be discussed here. 
Dentists, too, will file a “Victory 
Tax Return” in March, 1944, based 
on 5 per cent of their net income, 
less certain deductions. 


Alimony:

(a) Allowance of Deduction: Section 23 (relating to deductions from 
yross income) is amended by inserting at the end thereof the following 
new subsection : 

(x) Medical, Dental, Etc., Expenses.—Except as limited under para- 
graph (1) or (2), expenses paid during the taxable year, not compensated 
for by insurance or otherwise, for medical care of the taxpayer, his 
spouse, or a dependent specified in section 25 (b) (2) (A) of the tax- 
ayer. The term ‘“‘medical care,” as used in this subsection, shall in- 
clude amounts paid for the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, treatment, or pre- 
vention of disease, or for the purpose of affecting any structure or func- 
tion of the body (including amounts paid for accident or health in- 
surance) . 

(1) A husband and wife who file a joint return may deduct only such

A.D.A. Begins Dental 
Salvage Campaign: 


A campaign, national in scope, has 
been undertaken by the American Den- 
tal Association to salvage used dental 
materials and equipment. In each state 
a dental salvage committee will be ap- 
pointed. These state committees are be- 
ing asked to seek the active cooperation 
of the dental dealers and dental labora- 
tories in their respective states, and the 
assistance of members of the National 
Dental Association in states where this 
organization has members. 

Purpose: The purpose of this dental 
salvage program is to set up machinery, 
which can work effectively in coopera- 
tion with the War Production Board for 
the continuous collection of dental sal- 
vage materials throughout the war. All 
dentists or contributors, whether or not 
they are members of the American Den- 
tal Association, are being urged to do- 
nate the needed materials. Local com- 
mittees are to designate the salvage de- 
pots or places where scrap material can 
be deposited. Large equipment that can- 
not be moved easily should be listed and 
the data given to the committee so the 
material can be picked up. All profes- 
sional buildings and meeting places 
should have receptacles designated for 
this material. 

Proceeds: The proceeds from the sale 
of scrap material are to be used to pur- 
chase War Savings Stamps and Bonds to 
be turned over to the American Dental 
Foundation, Inc., which will use the 
money obtained from them after matu- 
rity, for some worthy objective; or the 
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stamps and bonds may be turned over to 
a component or state society for some 
specific purpose. 

Chairmen of all state committees are 
urged to report promptly the approxi- 
mate amount of scrap collected, the 
amount realized from the sale of materi- 
al, the number of bonds or stamps pur. 
chased, and the assignment made of 
them, to Doctor Henry A. Swanson.

Awarded the Army- 
Navy “E”: 

Two dental manufacturers, the Ritter 
Company of Rochester, New York, and 
S. S. White Dental Manufacturing Com.

Army-Navy “E” for “high achievement 
in the production of war equipment.” 
The coveted award was presented No- 
vember tenth to the Ritter Company in 
ceremonies in the Eastman Theater in 
Rochester, which were attended by 
Brigadier General Robert H. Mills, 
head of the U. S. Army Dental Corps, 
and Captain Albert Knox, head of the 
U. S. Navy Dental Corps, as well as other 
representatives of the armed forces. On 
November seventeenth, the “E” award 
was presented to The S. S. White Com- 
pany at ceremonies in front of their 
Staten Island plant by Lieutenant 
Colonel James A. Reilly of the U. S. 
Army Air Corps, who was accompanied 
by many high ranking officers of the 
Army and Navy. 
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Both of these companies, it was point- 
ed out, have continued to manufacture 
dental supplies while producing huge 
quantities of vital war material for our 


air forces. 


Women Dentists Offered 
Navy Ratings: 

Women dentists and physicians will 
be commissioned as lieutenants, junior 
grade, in the women’s naval reserve upon 
completion of a indoctrination course, 
Lieutenant Edward C. Lawson, officer in 
charge of naval officer procurement for 
Oklahoma, announced recently. 

Women who are clinical laboratory 
technicians, dental technicians, general 
dental hygienists, dental mechanics, 
X-ray technicians or physiotherapy 
technicians are also needed to relieve 
hospital corpsmen for sea duty. 

Those accepted will be enlisted as 
apprentice seamen, class V-10, and or- 
dered to report to the naval training 
school at Iowa State Teachers College, 
Cedar Falls, for five weeks’ indoctrina- 
tion. Following additional training in 
naval hospitals, they will be recommend- 
ed for a hospital corps rating and assign- 
ed to shore duty. 


Ask for Rear Admiral to 
Head Navy Dental Corps: 


With reference to promoting a Navy 
dentist to the rank of rear admiral, the 
Army and Navy Journal of November 
twenty-first reports: 

Over the objections of the Navy De- 
partment and the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel, the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee this week reported legislation 
which would create the rank of rear ad- 
miral in the Navy’s Dental Corps. 

Captains of the Dental Corps, the 
measure provides, would be eligible for 
promotion in the same manner as cap- 
tains of other staff corps of the Navy. 
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Rear Admiral Ross T. McIntire, Chief 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
it is reported, does not object to the 
measure. 

Strangely enough, Chairman Walsh of 
the Senate Committee did not introduce 
the bill until after the Navy Depart- 
ment had reported adversely on a sim- 
ilar House bill. The House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee has taken no action on 
its measure. 


To Dental Students of the 
Reserve Corps: 


A number of students in dental col- 
leges who had received appointments as 
ensigns in the Navy Reserve Dental 
Corps and some who had been afhliated 
with the Army in the Medical Adminis- 
trative Corps have neglected to make 
application for regular commissions in 
the Navy or the Army before graduation. 
The War Service Committee of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association points out that, 
unless these students make application 
for commissions before, or within three 
months after graduation, they will auto- 
matically forfeit their rights. It is im- 
perative that every dental student who 
has been an ensign in the Navy Reserve 
Dental Corps should apply to the Di- 
rector of Naval Officer Procurement for 
reappointment as a lieutenant, junior 
grade. Otherwise, the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery will recommend that 
the commission as ensign be canceled. 
Those who wish to obtain commissions 
in the Army Dental Corps should apply 
to the War Department in Washington. 


Promotion for Wells: 
C. Raymond Wells, President-Elect of 


the American Dental Association, Den- 
tal Director of the Selective Service Sys- 
tem, has been promoted in rank from 
Commander to Captain in the Dental 
Corps, in the U.S.N.R. 











Detroit (Michigan) News: Events 
moved swiftly on a Tuesday in October 
for David Collon, 39-year-old dentist of 
Romeo, Michigan. His commission as a 
lieutenant in the Navy Dental Corps ar- 
rived while he was attending the Insti- 
tute of War Medicine and Surgery for 





Pittsburgh (Pennsylvania) Post-Ga- 
zette: After practicing dentistry for 
eighteen years in Hong Kong and spend- 
ing six months in the Stanley peninsula 
internment camp, Doctor Hilmar F. Som- 
mers is back in the United States. He 
reports several close brushes with death 
during his internment and has come to 
the conclusion that the Jap soldier is 
“a fierce, unrelenting individual who de- 
lights in hacking his enemies to pieces.” 
He said he saw American friends in the 
camp with deep wounds in the calves of 
their legs, the result of being prodded 
with bayonets while marching. 

“Doubting reports of atrocities Japa- 
nese soldiers performed upon Allied 
prisoners and failure to appreciate fully 
the grim seriousness of the Jap war are 
unfortunate shortcomings of American 
citizens,” he declared. 

Doctor Sommers, who lost $40,000 in 
personal property when the Japs cap- 
tured Hong Kong, is now visiting his 
sister at Mount Lebanon, Pennsylvania. 
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Dentists in Chicago. “What do | do 
next?” he inquired of Captain J. A. 
Tartre, of the Great Lakes Naval Sts. 
tion. Captain Tartre explained the next 
step was to be sworn in—and he was, 
right before the 655 dentists attending 
the Institute. 





Enid (Oklahoma) Oklahoman: In an 
unusual way news came to his mother, 
Mrs. A. L. McInnis, from her son, Lieu- 
tenant Harry B. McInnis, D.C., of Enid, 
who is now a prisoner in a Japanese 
camp. When he was taken prisoner on 
Guam, December twelfth, the only wom- 
an on the island was captured at the 
same time. Later she returned to the 
United States, stopped a woman from 
Enid, Oklahoma, on the street in New 
Orleans, and asked her if she knew the 
mother of Lieutenant McInnis. On being 
assured by the woman that she did, the 
former Jap prisoner said she had a mes- 
sage from her son to be delivered to Mrs. 
McInnis. She said she had been in the 
same camp with Lieutenant MclInnis, 
had seen him many times, and remarked 
that the treatment of the prisoners in 
that camp was of the best. 

Since receiving this message from the 
unidentified woman, Mrs. McInnis has 
received letters from her son written on 
his own typewriter and two snapshots 
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taken near a cherry tree with attractive 
bungalow buildings in the rear. Mrs. 
McInnis has also received a letter from 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, saying that 
she had heard Lieutenant McInnis 
make a broadcast from Camp Zentsuji 
on the southernmost island of Japan. 


Nashville (Tennessee) Tennessean: 
Doctor M. Don Clawson, director of the 
dental school of Meharry Medical Col- 
lege, recently returned from a special 
mission to the Near East, and reported 
that the people of the countries he vis- 
ited have the greatest confidence in the 
United States. “Our popularity is at an 
all-time high,” he said, “and each coun- 
try is looking to America for settlement 
of its problems—that constitutes our 
obligation.” 

Doctor Clawson, whose mission to the 





Near East was under the sponsorship 
of dental organizations and the Office of 
the Surgeon General, travelled 25,000 
miles by air, rail, and motor car dur- 
ing his odyssey to the Near East. He 
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compiled a complete report on medical 
and dental installations of the United 
Nations in the Near East and Africa. 
Since his return he has outlined recom- 
mendations for manpower and equip- 
ment needed for treating American 
troops occupying that territory. 
Intimate knowledge of the terrain and 
people of Syria, Iraq, and Iran, was 
gained by Doctor Clawson during his 
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years as a professor of dentistry in the 
American University, Beirut, Syria, and 
as a director of dental service for the 
Iraq Petroleum Company. Articles de- 
tailing his interesting experiences in the 
Near East were published in the Janu- 
ary and February 1940 issues of ORAL 
HYGIENE. 


Fort Belvior (Virginia) Castle: Ma- 
jor Philip Gordon Rudin of the Dental 
Corps has been collecting insignia of 
our armed forces for the past seven 
years. He now has 1000 different varie- 
ties, all of which have been approved 
by the War Department, a necessary pre- 





liminary to acceptance by any branch of 
the Service. 

Major Rudin has also made a study of 
the history of each insigne. He has 
found that many units changed their 
insignia after various wars and battles. 
If a brigade or division saw service in 
France, it generally incorporated the 
Arc de Triomphe in its design. The cac- 
tus usually means that the unit had been 
in the Mexican War. The Sixth Engi- 
neers adopted a black enamel oval en- 
closing an oak leaf to symbolize the 
heavy casualties suffered in an oak for- 
est in France. 

Major Rudin is anxious to obtain, 
from readers who may be interested, 
further information about insignia that 
he now has or any piece that is not in 
his collection.

WHILE THE DENTAL profession for 
years has realized that there were 
huge potentialities in Industrial 
Diagnostic Service, the numerous 
complications arising from efforts 
to institute such a program have 
stifled virtually all efforts to make 
the work a success. Today condi- 
tions have changed graphically. 
Maximum man hours are needed 
by industry, if it is to maintain 
maximum production. Failure to 
have a nationwide dental program 
constitutes probably the most im- 
portant loophole in the nation’s 
health program. It is a responsibil 
ity, which we must prepare to ac- 
cept. 


Every active dentist in the nation 
is familiar with the difficulties and 
discouragement which have attend. 
ed efforts to establish an Industrial 
Diagnostic Service. It is because the 
Winnebago County Dental Society 
of Illinois has worked out the basis 
of a program, which has accom- 
plished concrete results in Illinois 
that I wish to outline our accom- 
plishments to you. Doctor H. E. 
Rust assisted me on the Industrial 
Diagnostic Service Committee, and 
{ am convinced that the results we 
obtained can be duplicated in every 
community in the United States, 
The nation fighting for its existence 
and the dental profession, which 
has failed to acquaint the public 
with its importance and facilities, 
will be benefited by such a pro- 
gram. 

When members of our dental so- 
ciety agreed to the importance of 
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an industrial diagnostic survey, 
they realized that any attempt to 
saddle the cost of the service upon 
the worker would doom it to fail- 
ure. This has proved to be the weak 
link in previous efforts to institute 
such a program. At the same time 
 itwas obvious that our city, with its 
important war industries, had re- 
sources far in excess of those of the 
profession, which could be tapped

at the same time avoided the pit- 
falls which had meant failure to 
other attempts to institute a diag- 
nostic survey. 

The firm agreed to set up an X- 
ray machine at the plant, and to 
pay all costs of operation. The So- 
ciety arranged for the services of 
an outstanding diagnostician, Doc- 
tor C. U. Hillweg of Chicago. Full 
mouth X-rays, fourteen films for 
each person, were taken. Previous- 
ly the objectives of the program 
were explained to the workers in a 
thorough eight-minute recording 
of a health talk made by Doctor 
Lon Morrey of the American Den- 
tal Association. His able address 
served to win completely the work- 
ers’ sympathy and cooperation. As 
the X-rays were processed, the em- 
ployees were given individual clin- 
ical examinations by Doctor Hill- 
weg. Using charts and models 
portraying every possible dental 
disability, Doctor Hillweg explain- 
ed to them the work necessary to 
restore mouth health. The response 
of the workers was remarkably 
friendly; the few who made initial 
protests being won over completely 
as the clinical examinations pro- 
gressed. X-rays of each employee’s 
teeth were mailed to his own den- 
tist. 


Dentists Suspicious 


Unfortunately, the dental pro- 
fession is by nature suspicious. 
Many dentists, who received free 
X-rays and a patient eager to be 
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PROCEDURE FOLLOWED 


In planning the industrial diagnostic service the committee of the 
Winnebago County Dental Society of Illinois tried to eliminate any 
possibility of professional friction. The diagnostician learned from 
each employee the name of his dentist and informed the patient that 
the X-rays were being mailed to his dentist. If the employee had ino 
dentist, he was advised to make his own selection. 

Each X-ray forwarded to a dentist was accompanied by supple- 
mentary material. The letter enclosed included one paragraph, 
which was believed significant: “The major health role played by 
modern dentistry is so well established that no review or explana- 
tion is required, and because thousands of dentists are needed by 
our armed forces it is quite obvious that our depleted professional 
ranks will have to close formation to provide adequate civilian den- 
tal service.” 

The letter also announced that if, for any reason, additional films 
or retakes were necessary, the X-rays were to be returned together 
with the dentist’s instructions. Also included were two postcards 
addressed to the firm’s personnel department. One notified the 
company that the employee had made an initial visit to his dentist 
and disclosed what arrangements for service had been made. The 
second was used when work was completed, itemizing the treatment 
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which had been given. 























treated, could not believe that there 
were no strings attached. After all, 
such an experience was new in their 
professional lives and it was difh- 
cult to realize that they were ac- 
tually getting “something for noth- 
ing.” In some ways, it was more 
difficult to convince some of our 
own profession than it was to en- 
list the cooperation of the industry 
and its 1200 employees. 

While complete data from our 
service is not yet available, we have 
enough to know that the social and 
economic implications are pro- 
found. Every dentist has heard that 
75 per cent of the American public 
has never been in a dental office. 





ven more significant is our dis- 
covery that less than one per cent 
of the workers of a leading indus- 
try had ever had full mouth X-rays; 
less than four per cent had had a 
single X-ray photograph taken. The 
X-rays showed from preliminary 
figures that 100 per cent of the 
workers actually needed dental at- 
tention of some sort. 

Already other industries in 
Rockford, Illinois, are being ap- 
proached and arrangements are be- 
ing made to broaden the program; 
a step which must be taken if it is 
to be a permanent success. How- 
ever, such negotiations are tedious 
and often require more time than 
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a practicing dentist is able to give. 
This fact alone, unless a solution is 
found, may bar expansion of in- 
dustrial diagnostic surveys by or- 
ganized dentistry. I feel that the 
problem is of outstanding import- 
ance to every dentist, but so large 
that a comprehensive program of 
development can be carried out 
only through the American Dental 
Association on a national basis. 

It has been suggested by an ofh- 
cial of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, headed by Paul V. McNutt, 
that it might be advisable to require 
a similar dental service as a con- 
tract rider with firms engaged in 
war work. 

This, of course, is one of the in- 
dications that the profession faces 
an alternative to assuming the task 
within its own ranks. The govern- 
ment is willing to take over this 
responsibility for the dental pro- 
fession. 

A dentist has been assigned by 
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the United States Public Health 
Service to handle an Industrial 
Dental Program for the Eastern 
States. The Service, in fact, is also 
reported planning to place such 
men in all industrial districts of the 
country. 

Nothing is being permitted to 
slow down production or reduce 
man hours in the plants providing 
the nation with the materials for 
war and we, of course, should be 
the first to realize the important 
part which dentistry can play on the 
home front. The question facing 
the profession is whether the de- 
velopment will be directed by our 
organization or handled through 
the Federal Public Health Service. 
It is my personal opinion that it is 
the duty of organized dentistry to 
assume its own responsibilities and 
act immediately to forestall this 
government encroachment.

THE OFFICE of the Surgeon General announces that applications for 
commissions in the dental corps are again being accepted from all quali- 


fied dentists under 38 years of age. 
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Now THAT THE armed services 
have first call on dental equipment 
and supplies, it is up to the dentist 
to see that the equipment in his 
dental office is given proper care, 
so that it will give the longest possi- 
ble service. There are several ways 
that the dentist can prolong the life 
of his equipment, other than giving 
it reasonable care. 

Frequent, correct oiling of all 
equipment is important. More im- 
portant, the proper grade of oil, 
specified by the manufacturer, 
should be used. Using a different 
grade may mean the difference be- 
tween proper, economical opera- 
tion and complete clogging of the 
equipment. The air compressor, 
like an automobile battery, is sel- 
dom checked until it fails. There 
are specific places to oil the com- 
pressor, and if this is done a few 
times a year, it will continue to 
give service. The laboratory lathe 
requires a little oiling, but the car- 
bon brushes should be checked 


from time to time.

Handpieces, which are difficult 
to obtain now, require oiling each 
day, but only a few drops of the 
proper grade oil should be used, 
and all old oil should be wiped off. 
If you add new oil to old, a sticky 
substance is formed which will clog 
the handpiece. The pulley wheels on 
the cord arm require an occasional 
drop of oil. The dental engine is 
equipped with automatic feed cups, 








and these need only be filled with 
the proper grade oil and checked 
occasionally. 

It would be wise to remember to 
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check the recorded volts and mil- 
liamperes of the X-ray machine, to 
be certain it is operating at maxi- 
mum efficiency. 

Most manufacturers of dental 
equipment manufacture a_ polish 
that will not only preserve the 
equipment, but will put a luster on 
the enameled parts. Chrome-plated 
parts of equipment need only a lit- 
le rubbing to keep them in good 
condition. 





Burs are becoming increasingly 
dificult to obtain. Sometimes, after 
months, an order is filled—if the 
dentist is lucky. There are many 
occasions in operating procedure 
where mounted stones and dia- 
mond points could be used in place 
of burs, and if the dentist would use 
stones then. his need of burs would 
decrease and he would be able to 
keep an adequate supply on hand 
for the time when only burs will do 
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the job. As far as is known, sterili- 
zation does not dull burs, but it is 
unwise to leave any sharp instru- 
ments in the sterilizer too long, es- 
pecially overnight, because the 
keenness of the instruments might 
be marred. 














By carefully controlling the 
sterilizer, electricity can be saved. 
After the sterilizer reaches the 
boiling point on the high degree of 
heat, the assistant could cut it down 
to the next notch (medium) and 
the water would continue to boil 
without using as much electricity. 

All electrical equipment in the 
dental office, whether the unit or 
X-ray machine, should be turned 
off at the master switch when the 
dentist leaves the office. 

It is the duty of all dentists to do 
what they can to protect their 
equipment, so that they won’t be 
needing equipment which must be 
sent to the armed services.

LET‘S FIND OUT! 


WITHIN RECENT weeks the American Medical Association has been given 
a severe drubbing by Senator Pepper’s Subcommittee on Education and 
Labor. Because of the close working arrangement between the American 
Medical Association and the American Dental Association this incident 
should be of interest to dentists. The hearings before this Subcommittee 
have suggested that all is not right with the present system of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service for Physicians, Dentists, and Veteri- 
narians. Senator Pepper and his technical advisers have tried to develop 
the story that the Procurement and Assignment Service, although a 
federal agency under Mr. Paul V. McNutt and the War Manpower Com. 
mission, is, in fact, a child of the American Medical Association. Mr. 
Pepper is particularly concerned with what he would likely characterize as 
a too great preoccupation on the part of the Procurement and Assignment 
Service with the medical personnel needs of the military forces and not 
sufficient concern for civilian needs. Throughout the hearings Senator 
Pepper repeated his desire for an over-all appraisal of medical manpower 
and procurement and assignment of physicians, dentists, and nurses, to 
satisfy all the medical needs of all the people in all parts of the country. 
No one can take exception to this ambitious and worthy concern on the 
part of Senator Pepper. 

These hearings! were significant because they showed a confusion and 
unrest throughout the country with respect to the supply and utilization of 
physicians, dentists, and nurses. The hearings tended to bring before the 
public in a spectacular way a situation that has been talked about and 
bandied about by rumor. People have been frightened lest the military 
drain on dentists and physicians will be so severe that few will be left at 
home to care for the civilian population. The publicity from the Pepper 
hearings would increase the fears of the public. 

It is true that a military force of 10,000,000 men will place a severe

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strain on the medical personnel of the Nation. It is true that, according to 
present plans, most of the dentists and physicians, under 45, will be in 
the armed forces. 

Here are a few simple figures: 

A Military Force OF 6... cc caccsinccsccccccscccccoen 10,000,000 

Dentists required (ratio 2 dentists to 1000 men)....... 20,000 

Physicians required (ratio 6.5 physicians to 1000 men) . . 65,000 

There are thought to be 75,000 dentists in the United States and 170,000 
physicians. 

The military demands will be, therefore, 26 per cent of the dental popu- 
lation and 38 per cent of the medical. This shows that a larger percentage 
of physicians will be required than dentists and that a possible threat of 
shortage is greater for physicians than for dentists. 

If it is true that the forces will require almost 20,000 dentists this year, 
there should be some signs in Washington of great activity in opening the 
Dental Corps of the Army for commissions: it has been closed for the 
past four months. If we need that many men we had better get busy soon 
making plans to meet this demand. The War Department should soon tell 
us who is needed, how many dentists are required, and when they should 
expect the call to service. 

If most of the dentists under 45 are being considered in the present pro- 
curement objectives and are going to be needed before the year is out, 
they should be told so that they may put their affairs in order. It might be 
well if every dentist and physician under 45 were required to take a final 

type Army physical examination at once; the results to be turned over to 
the Procurement and Assignment Service. This information respecting 
the physical conditions of dentists and physicians should tell us exactly 
how many of us are now ready for service. Let’s find out!

Injured Central 

Q.—I have a patient, 21, who injured 
his upper central in a basketball game 
five years ago. 

Although there is no noticeable dis- 
comfort, the tooth is dark. Would you 
consider it advisable to clean out the 
canal and fill? The patient is rather 
dubious about opening it in case trouble 
may start and the tooth have to be ex- 
tracted. 

I should appreciate comments and any 
suggestions you have to offer. Two roent- 
genograms that I have taken are enclosed. 
—H. H. M., Michigan. 

A.—Does this central respond 
normally to vitality tests? If so, you 
had better either let it alone or make 
a jacket crown, if the discoloration 
is sufficiently objectionable to jus- 
tify the expense. 

If it does not respond to ice or 
electricity, the pulp is, of course, 
dead and should be opened, steril- 
ized and, with the upper one-third 
to one-half of the root canal thor- 
oughly sealed, the crown should be 
bleached with pyrozone. Since the 
periodontal membrane around the 
apex of this tooth appears to be in- 
tact and normal, if the patient 
wants to put up with the discolora- 
tion and take the chance of letting 
it stay as it is for the present, it 
might remain about the same in- 
definitely. But if this is the decision 
it should be checked with a roent- 
genogram every six months to one 
year to make sure that the apical 
tissue continues to remain normal.

Drooling 


Q.—Will you kindly give me some in- 
formation on the following case? The 
patient, a woman of 69, is wearing an 
upper denture, but no lower, although 
she has no lower natural teeth. She is 
continually drooling from the corners of 
her mouth, and usually has open sores 
in this region. She has asked me if this 
drooling would cease if she would have 
a lower denture made. I informed her 
that I was sure it would help matters 
considerably, but hesitated to assure her 
of complete satisfaction. 

What is your opinion on the matter? 
The patient is strong and robust and in 
good health.—R. P. N., Minnesota. 
A.—The drooling at the corners 
of the mouth could in all probabil- 
ity be effectively stopped by mak- 
ing new upper and lower dentures 
for this woman, provided that in so 
doing you open the bite to normal 
and build sufficient contour onto 
the buccal of the upper denture to 
support the cheeks and lips sufbh- 
ciently to eliminate or greatly re- 
duce the depth of the wrinkles at 
the corners of the mouth. 

You might, of course, achieve 
the desired result without making 
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a new upper denture, especially if 
you can increase the buccal con- 


tour of the present denture.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Blanching Of Skin 


Q.—Upon injecting a local infiltration 
anesthesia for an upper third molar ex- 
traction, I also gave the patient a pala- 
tine injection distal to the third molar. 
She complained of a sensation in her face 
similar to that of a leg in which the cir- 
culation has been temporarily impaired. 

As I watched her cheek, I noticed that 
a white patch appeared from the right 
eye to the tip of the nose. This area took 
on the appearance of a frostbite. The pa- 
tient felt no numbness or discomfort and 
soon the tissue assumed its natural color. 

This has never happened to the patient 
nor to me in the past. I wonder if you can 
tell me what might have caused it.—M. 
M. B., Connecticut. 

A.—Undoubtedly your needle 
penetrated the small artery, which 
supplies the area where blanching 
occurred. We have observed this 
phenomenon more than once and 
there is nothing to do about it but 
to assure the patient that the skin 


will return to normal in time and: 


that the adrenalin, which is the 
cause of the blanching, will be ab- 
sorbed and dissipated—vV. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Hydrochloric Acid 


Q.—I met an old friend a short time 
ago. He is about 57 years old. He has 
always had wonderful teeth, with virtu- 
ally no restorations. At this time nearly a 
third of the enamel on the incisal ends 
of the upper central incisors is gone and 
the mesial incisal of the laterals is going. 
The remaining enamel seems hard. 

For about three years, he says he has 
been taking fifteen drops of hydrochloric 
acid in water daily. He has not used a 
tube or taken any precautions about 
keeping it away from his teeth. Neither 
his physician nor dentist has cautioned 
him about it. Am I right in my telling 
him that I think this is the cause of the 
loss of enamel? What about placing por- 
celain jacket crowns on his teeth? Is 
there a chance that the enamel would 
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disintegrate underneath? — L. E. S., 
Iowa. 


A.—In all probability the loss 
of enamel that your friend has suf- 
fered is a result of his intake of 
hydrochloric acid. 

Fifteen drops taken in an eight 
ounce glass of water, followed im- 
mediately by a rinse of sodium bi- 
carbonate solution, would prob- 
ably result in rather slow dissolu- 
tion of enamel. 

Taking a solution of hydrochlor- 
ic acid of similar strength through 
a glass sipper would certainly re- 
sult in loss of lingual enamel on 
the six anterior maxillary teeth. 
When an acid solution is taken 
through a sipper, the tongue car- 
ries the acid against the lingual 
surfaces of the anterior maxillary 
teeth and holds it there long enough 
to cause a rather rapid loss of 
enamel. 

From the experience of a num- 
ber of patients as well as from per- 
sonal experience I have come to 
believe that natural teeth cannot be 
surely protected against the action 
of hydrochloric acid as such. 

Hydrochloric acid as glutamic 
acid hydrochloride is supplied in 
powder form in capsules and, from 
my experience, it is fully as efh- 
cient as the liquid hydrochloric 
acid. 

Porcelain jacket crowns protect 
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teeth perfectly against the damac. 
ing effects of dilute hydrochlorg 
acid.— GEORGE R. Warner,
